1 . DELOFF TALKED WITH LENI BALTAZZI, DEPUTY DIRECTOR 
OF UNESCO PERSONNEL AUGUST 9 ABOUT VARIOUS ISSUES OF 
MUTUAL INTEREST. 

2. BALTAZZI REFERRED TO THE UNESCO TRAINEE PROGRAM, 
WHICH SHE SAID WAS ENCOUNTERING DIFFICULTIES. FIRST, 
THE BUREAU IS HAVING A HARD TIME FINDING P-1 SLOTS, AND 
SECONDLY, IT IS HAVING A HARD TIME GETTING UNREPRE- 
SENTED COUNTRIES TO PROPOSE QUALIFIED CANDIDATES. THE 
DIRECTOR GENERAL IS INSISTING THAT SUCH CANDIDATES BE 
SOLICITED, AND THIS IS AN ADDITIONAL DELAY. THE PRO- 
GRAM MAY NOT START THIS YEAR UNTIL DECEMBER AS A 
RESULT. 

3. SHE VOLUNTEERED THE VIEW THAT THE UNITED STATES HAS 
PROPOSED TOO MANY CANDIDATES. BY POLICY, UNESCO 
WILL SELECT NO MORE THAN ONE TRAINEE FROM ANY ONE 
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COUNTRY, AND WE HAVE PROPOSED BETWEEN 25 AND 30. SHE 
SAID IT WOULD BE IN OUR INTEREST TO REDUCE THAT LIST 
FOR THREE OR FOUR OF THE BEST. OTHERWISE, WE RISK 
HAVING UNESCO SELECT ONE, IF IT SELECTS AN AMERICAN 
AT ALL, WHOM WE MIGHT CONSIDER THE LEAST QUALIFIED.
